Dress in the Lust Ceiitury. 


Glancing first of all at the uppei 
orders we shall be at once struck with 
the immense change which has passed 
over the male attire since the eight- 
eenth century. 
The contrast of color 
between male and female dress which is 
now conspicuous then hardly existed; 
and rank, wealth, and pretensions were 
still distinctly marked by costly and 
elaborate attire. Nor was this aimjily 
true of the "bucks," "beaux," "frib- 
bles," "macaronis," and "dandies," who 
represented in successive periods the 
extremes or the eccentricities of fashon. 
The neutral dress scarcely differing in 
shape or color which now assimilates all 
clashes from the peer to the shop- 
keeper was still unknown, and a mode 
of attire was in frequent use which sur- 
vives only in court dress, in the POAV- 
dered footmen of a few wealthy liouses, 
in city pageants, in the red coat of the 
hunting-lield, and in the gay coloring 
of military uniforms.

Sehvyn's correspondents describes a 
well-knowTi highwayman who affected 
the airs of fashion, as going to Tyburn 
dressed in a l^lue and gold frock and 
wearing a white cockade as an emblem 
of innocence. Dr. Johnson's usual at- 
tire was a full suit of jilain brown 
clo'ihes, with twisted hair buttons of 
the same color, black worsted stockings, 
a large, bushy, grayish wig, and silver 
buckles; but on the night when hio play 
of "Irene" was lirst acted he thought it 
right to appear in the theater in a scar- 
let waistcoat, with rich gold-lace, and a 
gold-laced hat. 
Goldsmith went out as

The National Encampment of the 0. A. 
R. Opens With Great Crowds 
and Bad Weather. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., Sept. 27.—Shortly 
after 9 o'clock the grand marshal, Oen. 
D. P. Grier, had posted in all the head- 
quarters and conspiouooa places an or- 
der that the grand review wonld be post- 
poned until Wednesday at 10 o'clock, on 
account of the continuous rain.

leaves another day for the oomradea to 
seek their own amusement. The hotels, 
halls andrcDms are jammed ^ithpeople, 
while in the corridors bands of music dis- 
pel the gloom with martial airs. Long 
lines of people tramp the streets and 
growl at the weather.

Such 
crowds were never handled in this city 
in so short a time.

A Tribe of Indians Reclaimed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.-—Education 
Commissioner Dawson, who h^s re- 
cently returned from Alaska, reports the 
arrival at Port Chester of the Metlaka- 
litla tribe of Indians, who ended a quar- 
rel with the British government, regard- 
ing the title to their lands, by removing 
to Alaska and announcing aUegiance to 
the American flag. They were a few 
years ago, the most savage of tribes in 
British Columbia, but have become civ- 
ilized through the efforts of Wm. Dun- 
can, a young American missionary. 


Killed by the Cars. 


ROOHESTBB, Sept. 27.—Garry Thomp- 
son boarded a Chicago and Atlantic 
through freight to-day at Monterey, 
Ind., for the purpose of stealing a ride to 
this city. 
In attempting to alight from 
the train, his foot caught in a frog, 
throwing him back under the train 
which cut one leg off and badly mutilated 
him otherwise. 
He died last evening. 
He was a resident of Bigfoot, this county, 
unmarried and twenty-five years of age. 


Foreign. 


PABIS, Sept. 27.—The La Paris says; 
"Germany will have to pay heavily for 
the shots fired on the frontier. 
Unless 
Bismark is bent upon a conflict leading 
to a general war he will have to give 
France full satisfaction. Germany never 
fights unless she believes heiself to be 
the stronger. 
Once more she will have 
to make amends. 
It is something to 
find a conqueror, compelled twice with- 
in six months to humble herself before 
the conquered." 


Labor Tickets in "New York. 
SYRACUSE, N. T., Sept. 27.—O. P. 
Preston, candidate of the Union Labof 
party for secretary of state yesterday re- 
tired in favor of John Swinton, a candi- 
date of the United Labor party for the 
same office. It is thought that the en- 
tire Union Labor ticket will be retired 
and the United Labor (Henry George) 
ticket will be endorsed. 


Death From Eating Nightshade. 
MADISON, Sept. 27.—Willie the seven- 
year-old son of Lindsey Shannon, a re- 
spectable colored citizen, died at an 
early hour yesterday morning, after an 
illness of two days, from the effects of 
eating the fruit of the nightshade, a 
poisonous plant, growing in the garden 
attached to their residence. 


They Will Withdraw. 
CHIGAOO, Sept. 27.—It has leaked out 
that the Chicago, Burlington and North- 
ern has given an absolute notice of with- 
drawal from the Western and North- 
western railway freight bureau. 
The 
notice is dated September 22 and goes 
into effect fifteen days from that date.

Fwmtr Homra. 


CmoAoo, Sept. 27.—Oscar Neebe, the 
anarchist, is in Joliet. 
None of his 
friends knew he was to be taken away 
so suddenly, and to none of them did he 
say good bye. At 9 o'clock last night a 
coupe, driven by a deputy sheriff, stop- 
ed in the shadow of the criminal court 
building, and Deputy Sheiiffs Gleason, 
Spears and Hubbard alighted and went 
into them. 
Ben Price, the jail olerk, 
was waiting for them. They understood 
each other and without any ado Price 
unIooked*the inner doors and, followed 
by Gleason and Spears, tramped up the 
iron stairway to the second gallery, 
where the condemned anarchists are. 


Lights were burning in all the cells. 
Neek^'s cell door was unlocked and 
Spears told him he wanted to talk with 
him in the jail office. 
The party then 
went quietly down staiia. 
When the 
office dc or was closed Spears said: '' Well 
Neebe, we are going to take you to 
Joliet to-night." 


*'Can't I see my friends? 
Can't I see 
my lawyer. Captain Black?" ejaculated 
Neebe in a tone of surprise. 


"No." 
He then asked to be allowed 
to change his clothes. 
A turnkey 
brought down his beet suit of clothes and 
clean linen. He put them on, then held 
out his wrists for the manacles with 
which Gleason had been playing. 
He 
was first handcuffed alone and then the 
deputy sheriffs changed their mind and 
chained his right wrist to Spear's left. 
The party then left the jail and took a 
carriage for the train, which conveyed 
the prisoner to Joliet. It was thought 
best to have Neebe taken to Jolief 
secretly for fear of an outbreak and an 
attempt at rescue. 


Seventeen of the roads in the Central 
Traffic association are now selling mile- 
age books at $20 per 1,000 miles.

Barrymore as a Peaoeniaker. 


Munrice Barrymore, who, though 
born and educated in England, is more 
an American than a Briton, once had 
an odd experience in meddling with a 
London family quarrel. 
He was going 
home late one night from the (rreen 
Eoom Club, which is in Bedford street, 
up near Covent Garden. 
On his way 
he was obliged to pass through a sec- 
tion of the town where there are a 
good many tenement houses, and in 
one of the narrow stress of this sec- 
tion he came upon a crowd of people. 
They were standing in front of a tall 
house, and were looking u|» at one of 
the ii])])er windows. 
The rest of the 
house was dark, but this particular 
window was brightly illuminated, and 
a shade was drawn inside. 
Upon that 
shade was being enacted a shadow 
pantomime of very great activity, and 
it portrayed a vigorous fight between 
two human beings. 
This condition was 
made all the mor® apparent by a wo- 
man's voice, which, 
at every blow 
screamed "murder?" in tearful accents. 
Clearly some brute of a man up there 
was beatiag his wife to death. 
Barry- 
more, full of tlie chivalric feelings of 
his adopted country, was horrified. He 
glanced around over the crowd. 
They 
were looking on without the slightest 
perturbation. 
Some were smoking, 
some were talking among themselves, 
and some were gazing at the shadow pan- 
tomime in silence. But nobody showed 
the slightest indication of any desire to 
interfere. Barrymore couldn't stand 
it, and made a dash for the stairway, 
while shriek after shriek went out upon 
the night air. Up Ijounded the rescuer, 
flight after flight, intent only upon 
saving the unfortunate woman from 
her infuriated and murderous assailant. 
At last, pretty well out of breath, he 
reached the upper landing and paused. 
There was a fearful rumpus inside. 
The furniture was being smashed about, 
blow after blow was falling and the 
•creams of "Murder" were still being 
repeated. Barrymore paused an in- 
stant and reflected that he was doing a 
very rash thing. 
There was probably 
a big, burly ruffian in that room, who 
would pulverize him when he entered, 
and in that pursuit would, most likely, 
have the enthusiaatic assistance of his 
wife. 
Women are proverbially given 
to turning upon their preservers in 
times of this kind. Thus thought Barry- 
more, >and thus continued he to think, 
until a howl of more than usual agony, 
accompanied by an unprecedented crash 
of furniture, determined him that, 
come what might, he would see his self- 
imposed task through to the end. So 
he braced his shoulder firmly against 
the door and boldly burst it in. 
The 
site, that met his view he will not soon 
forget. The room was lighted by a 
lamp that stood on a high shelf out of 
harm's way. The tables and chairs 
were 
overturned 
and broken, and 
household utensils were scattered about 
the place, while, dashing from place to 
place, dragging a half-insensible human 
form and showering blows upon it, was 
a big, brawny, six-foot woman. 
She 
was thrashing her husband, and, with 
true 
feminine 
inconsistency, 
was 
soreaming ''murder" every time she 
atrttok him« Barrymore went awar^

CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The Decisions on the Game Between 
Paul Kühne and W. H. Ripley. 


The following, published in the In- 
dianapolis papers, is the decision of Mr. 
F. N. Kallook, of Fort Wayne, regard- 
ing the championship contest between 
Messrs. Kuhne and Ripley: ''I, one of 
the judges selected in the late match be- 
tween Paul F. Kuhne, of Fort Wayne, 
and Warwick H. Bipley, of Indianapolis, 
for the championship of the state of In- 
diana at the game of chess, the other 
judge selected (Dr. Kent K. Wheelock) 
having refused to act in the matter of 
adjudicating the matters in dispute, and 
to give reasons for the abandonment of 
the match by Mr. Kuhne, and having 
further refused to select an uncom- 
mitted party to decide the disputed 
points, and further refused to put in 
writing the matters in dispute [the score 
standing four and a half for Bipley and 
three and a half for Kuhne], do decide 
that the conduct of Mr. Kunne is equiv- 
alent to a resignation, and Mr. Ripley is 
therefore the winner. I refer to the 
contract, the correspondence between 
me and Dr. Wheelock, and a letter from 
J. W. Miller, chess editor of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette^ to whom, as 
an uncommitted party, the law points 
were referred, and make them a part. of 
this decision." The letter referred to, 
from Mr. Miller, recites that "The re- 
fusal of a player to go on with a match 
without giving a g o ^ reason for his ac- 
tion is equivalent to his resigning. 
The 
Morphy-Harrwitz match is a case in 
point, and seems to be similar to the 
circumstances you describe." The let- 
ter from Dr. Wheelock to Mr. Kallock 
recites: "We prefer to await the judg- 
ment on such questions as have come 
up, of the state association, and declare 
our intention to enter into no further 
correspondence upon the matter relating 
to this unfinished match." The state 
association refused to ac> in the matter 
on the grounds that it had no jurisdic- 
tion.

Three Children Killed by the Explo- 
sion of a Bomb and the Father 
Will Go Insane. 


QtJ«B«c, Sept 27.—Pour children of 
Piene €h>bont, a farmer of St. Pieroe, a 
pariah on the isle of Orleans, below 
Quebec, were playing on the beach close 
to thdr father's property when thej 
found a bomb which had been fired from 
the artillery range on the island at 
Thursday's practice, and which had fail- 
ed to explode.

The speaker was a honse surgeon at 
a city hospifcaL "I see the names of 
six persons on this record of mine 
whom I know might have been saved 
ihad their friends and police known 
what to do," he continued. "All six 
persons died because too much time 
was lost in notifying the police, calling 
an ambulance, and in gettingthesuffer- 
ers to the hospital Paris green, rough 
on rats, and laudanum seem to be the 
favorite poisons for suicide. For each 
of these poisons an antidote can be 
found in alinost every household. The 
chief points in casen of poisoning are to 
encourage vomiting, and thus get rid 
of the substance; to counteract tlie 
poisons by antidotes and to check death 
by the use of stimulants and artificial 
respiration. 


"Bough on rats is simply arsenic. 
Hardly a day passes but some one sui- 
cides by its use. 
If on discovering that 
this poison has been taken the sufferer 
is given one or two raw eggs, and the 
eggs are followed up with large draught? 
of tepid water into which a tablespoon- 
ful of salt or mustard has been thrown, 
the stomach will usually throw the 
poison off. These, supplemented by a 
dose of casfcor oil, sweet oil or milk to 
offset the action of the poison, will 
usually save the life of the patient. 
The same treatment 
followed when paris 
morphine, 
paregoric, 
the 
poison 
used, 
morphine, paregoric, 
swallowed, it is well to give a cup of 
strong black coffee after the emetic, 
to apply cold water to the head and 
neck, and to prevent sleep. 
These 
poisons represent the majority of those 
taken by accident, or by persons intent 
on suicide. 
When tartar emetic is 
taken, after encouraging vomiting, it is 
well to give milk and strong tea to 
drink. 
When poisons like 
mineral 
acids are used—such as aqua fortis and 
oil of vitriol—after an emetic solutions 
of soda, mat^nesia, and even of plaster 
scraped from the wall can be used with 
{^oocl effect. Oxalic and carbolic acid 
calls for the same treatment after using 
a little flour and water, the white of an 
,egg, or castor oil in order to protect 
the gullet and walls of the stomach. 
When poison like caustic potash, soda, 
or lime is used, administer vinegar, 
lemon, or orange juice in water, emetics 
and oil. 
If phosphorus is taken, like 
the en<l of matches, for instance, keep 
up the vomiting and administer big 
doses of magnesia in water.. Oils in 
STich caseM must not be used. 
For cor- 
rosive su]>limate administer the white 
of an egg, flour and water, or milk, and 
then the ometio. 
in 
poisoning 
from 
chloroiorm or illuminating gas, let the 
patient have fresh air, loosen the cloth- 
ing and dash cold water about the face 
and neck.

outer, and in the other to tlie inner, 
life—the result in practice being that 
th'-i realist, <mco more to appropriate a 
happy phrase from Mr. James, contents 
hiniselt with "the mere dead rattle that 
rises forever fi'om the surface of life." 
Kealism, in a word, concerns itself with 
how human nature appears; art, with 
what it is. 
It is the accidental 
versus 
the essential. 


The novelist hoít really little to do 
but to sup})res8 those facts and details 
which do not directly bear upon the 
point which he wishes to bring out; but 
this very suppression is regarded by 
the realist as an exaggeration, and as 
such is liateful to him. 
H e strives for 
the confusion, the obscurity, the dull 
sense of baitted vision, which meet us in 
real life, and he ignores the fact that 
even in observing life we select and ex- 
amine events and sequences of cause 
and etiect by isolating 
them 
in 
the 
mind. 
The realists seem to have per- 
suaded themselves that they are doing 
in fiction what the Dutch masters did 
in painting. 
It is as if one, perceiving 
the great cleverness and 
fidelity 
with 
which 
details 
are 
rendered 
in 
the 
Dutch 
paintings, 
should 
ignore 
the 
fact that it is not for these things, but 
for the portrayal of light and of color, 
that the pictures exist. 
When Teniers 
or Jan 
Steen 
paints the shop of a 
butcher, or a scene of vulgar debauch- 
ery in a tavern where drunken clowns 
assemble, he renders everything with a 
literalness which would 
be 
dry and 
brutal realism alone; but these masters 
never lost sight of the fact that the in- 
tricate delicacies of light and of color 
were the language in which they were 
speaking, and that their art was an ap- 
peal to the imagination. 
The man 
ho 
sees in the Dutch school, Avith its sub- 
tile and suggestive gradations of values 
and of tone, its delights of atmosphere, 
dusky or gohlen-tinled, of transparent 
miats, of iucent shadows, only the force 
of outer veracity, had better go and join 
himself to Peter Bell, and the strong 
bonds of mutual sentiment ought closoly 
to imite the two realists!—Arlo 
Bates,
